The trial of Mrs. Marie Mac- 
Arthur, former deputy city clerk 
of Sierra Madre, on the charge 
of embezzling funds of the city 
water department, which was 
.scheduled for trial yesterday in 
Division 2-1 of the Supeiior 
Court, was continued until 
August 8 when the case was 
caned before Judge Carlos Hardy. 

In the meantime investigators 
who have been working (.ai the 
city's water accounts since eariy 
in April are stUl digging away 
in the books and are .said to 
have discovered a .shortage very 
greatly in excess of the amount 
disclosed at the time of Mrs. 
MacArthur's indictment late in 
April. An auditor's report at 
that time fixed the discrepancy in 
the water accounts at about 
$1,400 . 

So far the investigation has 
been carried back as tar as 1920 
and City Clerk Klmer A. Green 
said last night that the amount 
missing is several times the size 
of the sum originally uncovered. 
He said it was impo.ssibie to tell 
what would be shown in the 
years prior to 1920 when asked 
whether it was true that the 
shortage might approximate $20,- 
000, as is reported. there was 
no means of telling now what it 
might finally be found to be, he 
.said. 

The amount specifically set 
forth in the indictments brought 
again.st Mrs. MacAithur by the 
grand jury was $341.8,"). k'ollow- 
ing her indictment on May 8. she 
entered a plea of not guilty and 
w'as released under a bond of 
$5,000 for the trial set for yes¬ 
terday. 

The shortage .so far found is 
covered by bonds of any or all 
employes who could possibly 
have been responsible and the 
•city does not stand to lose a 
penny, it is .said.

Annual Report Shows Grow¬ 
ing List of Borrowers 
And Activities 

The field of usefulness of 
Sierra Madre's library is extend¬ 
ing in a manner most satisfac¬ 
tory to Its trustees and friends 
in the city as shown by the an¬ 
nual report of Librarian Lulu 
Moore submitted yesterday. It 
says in part; 

The test of the usefulness of 
a public library is proven by the 
number of people who actually 
use the library and the number 
of books that are read in the 
homes. 

This year 242 borrowers have 
registered for the privilege of 
borrowing books, making about 
1,000 active borrowers of the li¬ 
brary at the present time. Dur¬ 
ing the year ending June 30, 
1930, we have loaned for home 
use 50,753 volumes, an increase 
of 1,367 over the preceeding year. 
Twenty-three per cent of the 
adult loans were non-fiction. 
Among the non-fiction, biogra¬ 
phies are the most in demand 
with books of travel numbering 
second. Books of all classifica¬ 
tions are called for and we have 
made an effort to procure 
volumes on subjects where there 
is much interest shown. 

Ten thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-six of the loans of the 
year were from the juvenile de¬ 
partment. Our loans here should 
number higher but about 75 
volumes were in use In the school 
from October until June and no 
record kept of the circulation 
while there. 

Two hundred and twenty-live 
volumes have been added to the 
library by purchase and gifts. In 
buying we have not only pur¬ 
chased new current books but 
have added some which will be 
of lasting value to the library, 
such as New Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannlca, five volumes of the Dic¬ 
tionary of America biography, 
four volumes of Dawson’s Birds 
of California, and several grand 
opera scores. Two hundred and 
forty volumes have been lost and 
discarded, 253 books rebound and 
2 volumes of magazines bound. 

We have added eight new 
magazines to our list during the 
year making a total of 70 per¬ 
iodicals. Eight of the.se are chil¬ 
dren's publications. Several 
magazines are .sent us gratis. 
We are subscribing for three 
newspapers. 

What we have spent on furni¬ 
ture and equipment this year not 
only makes the interior more at¬ 
tractive but aids in efficiency ot 
service. In the children's room 
the new furniture has made a 
decided improvement and an ad¬ 
ditional window gives better light 
and ventilation. Ten new chairs 
were purchased for the adult 
reading room and a magazine 
rack and book stack have re¬ 
lieved the congestion of the 
shelves. 

A book chute has been pro¬ 
vided for patrons leaving books 
during the hours the library is 
closed. Index guides for the card 
catalog make the catalog much 
more accessible. A typewriter 
desk and chair for the charging 
desk have been a great help for 
the staff in their work.

these cities have been due to bet¬ 
ter lines of merchandise, im¬ 
proved store practices, and both 
Individual and cooperative adver¬ 
tising. In one instance, mer¬ 
chants report an increase in 
volume of trade of from 15 to 25 
percent as a result of a trade- 
at-home movement promoted 
largely through one newspaper. 

"Every successful effort in ad¬ 
vertising has shown that at bot¬ 
tom the problem is largely one 
of merchandising, including both 
the merchandize Itself and the 
selling factors surrounding it. 
With a correct basis established, 
newspaper advertising, properly 
prepared, has enabled the mer¬ 
chant to work out his program 
satisfactorily. The failures have 
usually emphasized the fact that 
advertising won't sell goods that 
cannot sell themselves. In many 
instances, results have not 
measured up to expectations be¬ 
cause the merchant would not 
seek the technical aid of the 
newspaper in sensing the de-1 
mands of the public or in pre-; 
paring the right merchandise and i 
advertising for his .sale. | 

Equipped to Help j 

“It is fair to say that, general-1 
ly, the newspapers of California 
are equipped as never before to j 
render an advertising and mer -1 
chandising service of which any i 
merchant cantake profitable ad¬ 
vantage. This is proved In a 
large number of instances in' 
which merchants have achieved 
successful results from advertis¬ 
ing with no other help than that 
of the local newspaper advertis¬ 
ing manager or department. j 

“Rather close contact with mer-; 
chants in all parts of the South- ■ 
west leads one to believe that' 
the willingness to study adver-; 
tising and merchandising prob-: 
lems is growing rapidly. New; 
merchants’ associations have been 
formed in a number of cities and: 
speakers on business subjects | 
have been enlisted from the larg- [ 
er cities and universities. In a' 
number of cities, trade-at-home; 
campaigns are now under way. j 
A more recent development, 
which gives promise of spreading 
throughout the state, is the mer¬ 
chant’s Institute. 

■'The schools of Journalism and 
Merchandising at the University 
of Southern California opened an 
in.stitute for merchants of Ven¬ 
tura on June 11, conducting a 
series of five lectures for as many 
weeks on the subjects of mer¬ 
chandising, profit promotion, 
sales and service problems, store ; 
display and newspaper advertis¬ 
ing. A majority of merchants 
of that city enrolled In the 
courses which will close on July 
9. Plans are being formulated 
for similar study groups in other 
cities during the fall and winter 
months. 

Why They Fail ; 

“The forward-looking, progress-, 
Ive merchant must be interested 
not only in fundamental market¬ 
ing conditions but in his buying; 
public. Many otherwise good mer¬ 
chandisers have dropped out of i 
the picture within the past few 
years because the did not sense 
the importance of constant study 
of and contact with their buyers 
—those on their books and those 
to be gained by judicious use of 
advertising space in a medium of 
general circulation. Retailers who, 
have caught the trend of modem 
buying habits, however, and have, 
regarded advertising and promo¬ 
tion as an established item of

Hens are almost humanly 
selfi.sh, stubborn, plain ornery, 
but not so dumb as many 
believe, according to J. Mur¬ 
ray Davison, farm advisor for 
Alameda. County, who ex¬ 
plained that although twelve 
nests of equal size, cleanll- 
ne.ss and all-around desirabil¬ 
ity are placed in a row, the 
bulk of laying hens will pick 
out three of four and there 
will be a mad scramble for 
those choice locations.

CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

The chry.sanUietnum is usually 
sadly neglected in our gardens, 
probably because we have been 
so impressed by the big "show” 
blooms raised by specialists and 
feel that all chrysanthemum cul¬ 
ture is beyond our limited powers. 
These beautiful fall flowers would 
really provide color in our gar¬ 
dens from late summer to the 
end of the year, if we would let 
them. 

The F’ompom and Button var¬ 
ieties are the ones to get. These 
are easily grown, fine for color 
effects, and excellent for cutting. 
The growers usually have early 
mid-season and late varieties, and 
it is good to get an assortment 
of these and so have a long per¬ 
iod of bloom. 

The plants should be at least 
a foot apart and will do better 
if they have a good mulch of i 
peat or manure. Give them plenty 
or of water and keep them growing, 
ry If the growth is retarded be¬ 
lie cause of an occasional drying- 
;d. out or because of impoverished
